HOLDING 1} HEIR BARLEY 


Brewers Unable to Secure Winter Stock Even Though 
They Have Increased Price te Eighty Cents. 
—Farmers Waiting for Reciprocity. 


| Toronto, Sept. 11—A fact has developed in connection with the 
brewing and malting industry of this province, which affords a significant 
index to the attitude of a large body of farmers toward the question of re- 
} ciprocity. A prominent malster states that at this time of year it tis usual 
for the brewers and maisters to lay in their winter stock of barley, The, 
send out their travellers, who visit the varicus barley-growing districts, 
and purchase their necessary suppilesa, By this time the crop has been 
harvested and most of it threshed, Under ordinary circumstances the 
major part of the purchases would now have been made, but tis year, 
strange to relate, there is practically no barley offering for sale, The reason 
is a very simple one, The farmers are convinced that if reciprocity carries 
| there will be a marked increase in the value of their barley and almcst 
to a man they are holding their grain until after Sept. 21, 

“At this time last year,” contunued the speaker, “we were buying 
| barley at about 65 cents per bushel, We have this year advanced the price 
to 80 cents in the hope of inducing holders to sell, but without appreci- 
able effect. There have been two short crops in the States and as a con- 
sequence the ruling price for a gocd quality of barley in that country is 
| $1.15. This difference of 35 cents between the Canadian and American 
| price is about represented by the duty and freight, and the Canadian farmer 
| not unnaturally imagines that his barley, which is generally of « higher 
grade than the American, wi!) command a higher rate if he has access to 
the American market.”

SLAVES OR FREE-MEN? 

The weapons of tyranny are being 
swung over the heads of Canadians to-day 
as they have not been for many years be- 
fore. Wherever there is, in politics or in 
business, a man who can be “got at” by the 
enemies of reciprocity, that man is marked, 
and the choice put before him of fighting 
reciprocity or preparing to get down and 
out, 

Six months ago the hesitating Mr. Bor- 
den was brought upon the carpet by the 
Montreal moguls, and was told that for him 
there were. two alternatives, and two only. 
He must go at reciprocity hammer and 
tongs or must quit the leadership of the 
party over which these financial big-wags 
have for the time secured control. Mr. 
Haultain, failing apparently to comprehend 
the signs of the times, or to correctly mea- 
sure the punitive power of the party dic- 
tutors ventured to say that he favored the 
reciprocity agreement, and to vote that way 
in the Legislature. But they “got hirh,” and 
to-day he is recanting his speech of last 
March with the lame apology that he did 
not know what he was talking about, and is 
doing what lies in him to get an opponent of 
reciprocity elected in Qu’Appelle. Absolute 
submission to political dictation is the price 
demanded for the political support of the 
moneyed interests—and the price paid by 
the leaders who are receiving that support. 

But political intimidation is not the 
only weapon broyght into the fight by those 
whose privileges are“threatened or thought 
to be threatened by the reciprocity agree- 
ment. There is commercial intimidation 
also. A couple of weeks ago Mr. Moyer, 
who is running as reciprocity candidate in 
South Waterloo, was served with notice 
that he must retire from the candidature or 
give up his position as manager of an in- 
dustrial concern. To his credit he sacrificed 
his job and is fighting for his freedom on 
the stump. 

The dispatches last week brought news 
of another application of the thumb-screw. 
The head of the E. B. Eddy Co., of Hull, 
Quebec, has issued a circular. to the branch 
managers and agents of the company scat- 
tered throughout the country, which i 
worth reading more than once. Here it is:—

“We want every one of you, in the 
best interests of Canada, of our homes 
and of our home trade, to do all you can, 
wherever you can, to help elect members 
pledged to support the conservation of 
our national resources, and the protec- 
tion of our lands and our laborers from 
being used for the benefit of commercial 
companies to the south of us. We would 
like to have your promise in this behalf 
and.to know that all your help and sym- 
pathy is opposed to reciprocity.” The cir- 
cular is signed “KE. B, Eddy Co., W. H. 
Rowley, president.” 

This, perhaps, is the most impudent as- 
sertion of an employer’s right to dictate to 
his employees ever made public in Canada. 
Put into plain language this missive from 
his president says to the agent or branch 
manager of the Eddy Co., wherever he may 
be: “You fight reciprocity for all you are 
worth, or your job is gone.” And not only 
is he required to fight reciprocity, but he is

These are two instances of intimidatian 
held over the heads of Canadians to compel 
them to do the political bidding of their em- 
ployers, under the threat of their living 
being cut off. But how many are there 
which have not got into print, and will not 
be allowed to get to the knowledge of the 
public? In how many factories has the 
word been passed—coming none knows 
whither, but all may guess—that unless the 
poll at which the employees vote returns a 
good round majority against the agreement 
there will be a slaughter in the pay-sheet? 
And what of the C. P. R., whose president is 
moosing around the west intimating that he 
would be tremendously pleased if reci- 
procity were defeated? Has the whisper 
gone—as it has gone before—along the 
lines of that company that unless the Con- 
servative candidates are given good major- 
ities in the “railway polls” there will be 
trouble coming? And how about the mill- 
ing concerns, and the packing concerns 
whose chiefs are taking counsel together to 
crush reciprocity? Is Mr. Rowley worse 
than these, with whom he is associated; 
more lacking in a sense of the proprieties; 
less scrupulous of the rights of man and the 
decencies of conduct, the one contemptible 
tyrant in a cémpany of gentlemen? Or are 
they pretty much of a kidney, and employ- 
ing the same despicable means to gain the 
same miserable ends? Which is the more 
likely? 

So, the fight for trade liberty is to be

The Thistle Rink Was well filled for 
the meeting held last: night in the in- 
terests. of the Conservative candidate, 
Elaborate preparations had been nade 
and the opening of the méeting was 
intended to be a coup de grace, The 
Conservative party desires to be elect- 
ed so that it may save Canada fronr 
annexation, Hence their supposed 
monopoly of the sentiment of patrio'- 
ism was symbolized by every out- 
ward show, Sharp at eight o'clock, 
amid the blare of wind instruments, 
an imposing procession entered the 
hall, Half a dozen Union Jacks ap- 
proached the platform from several 
quarters, and down the centre aise, 
led by the pipers’ band, banners ap- 
proached bearing familiar devices, 
“The Empire Forever,” “Borden for 
Our Next Premier,” “We Oppose Re- 
ciprocity,” “Canada for Canadians," 
“Alberta tor Albertans.” The crowd 
watched expectant for the arrival of 
the candidate, but this procession 
proved to be merely a sort of pretinmn- 
inary display, and several minutes 
elapsed before a banner bearing a 
portrait of King George, fellowed by 
another bearing that of Mr. Borden, 
was borne through the entrance, 
Then, preceded by the big drum, his 
approach heralded by its dull thun- 
ders and by the skirl of the pipes, the 
Conservative candidate approached 
the platform, supported by a score or 
moré of his ‘party supporters.

week. 

Day in and day out the price of 
oats in the States referred to, is con- 
siderably higher than in Western Can- 
jada, and even today, when the West 
has little oats, owing to last year's 
drought, and the new crops being late, 
oats at centres of the State of Wash. 
ington are seven cents higher than at 
‘Fort William. The price at bort 
Willlam yesterday was 42 cents and at 
Seattle 49 cents. The Alberta farmer 
is not paid 42 cents, however. He is 
muleted for the entire freight charges 
and 35 cents would be about the price 
paid in Alberta. When the new crop 
comes on the market there will be a 
further slump and if he gets 22 cencs 
a busrel, the farmer will get his high- 
est figure. In spite of these facts, 
Mr. Bennett tells the farmer that they

elector. The United States Army is 
very short in its oat supply and last 
year thousands of bushels were bought 
at Vancouver through middlemen, ‘The 
middlemen got 40 and 60 cents a 
bushel, the farmer got 30 cents and 
less. Why should the middleman 
xobble profits which belong to the 
farmer? Instead of the larwer losing 
the British Columbia market it will 
become an increasingly profitable mar- 
ket when the tarim varriers are down 
and the reign of the middleman is end- 
ed. British Columbia has 300,000 peo- 
ple and the farmers quite appreciate 
the limitations of the market, out to 
the extent that it is a market it 
will be more profitable under recipro- 
city than it is now. 

‘There is one phase of the 
Columbia market which Mr. 
as counsel for the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company conveniently over. 
looks, and that is the discrimination 
against the farmer who sells to that 
market. If a man wants to send 9,000

OF SOUTH AMERICA 


Vet Vast Continent Almost Virgin— ; 
Peopipd Ny Scattered Savages bia. 
cept in Limited Region Near Ave. 
Recs of Commerce—Sirange Cur. 
tomn of Indiana, 
——— 

That South America was almost an 
unexplored land whose people and 
characteristics were almost’ unknown, 
was the statement of Rev. C. W. Ray, 
F. R. 8B. EB, South American Mission. 
ary, who lectured before a large audi. 
ence in McDougall Methodist church 
jast evening on his travels and ox. 
ploration in the southern continent. 
Mr. Ray appeared in the costume of a 
“gaucho” of the Argentine and he il. 
lustrated his remarks with a number 
of souvenirs brought with him from 
the scenes of his work. 

Magatfcence of the Capitats. 
Beginning his talk with a may of 
South America, Mr. Ray remarked (nat 
the continent had never tll recently 
been crossed from Kast to West. Muca 
of the interior had never been mapped 
or even explored, in this vast land a 
great movement was going on. Cities 
like Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires 
were experiencing a growth and ex. 
pansion beside which, even that of 
Canada was small. The population of 
the capital of the Argentine was 
&bTowing at the rate of 5,000 per week, 
and in one year in that city alone, 
45,000 houses were built. The wealth 
of the city and the tributary country 
was illustrated by the size and mag- 
nificence of the public buildings. A 
musical hall, worth $12,000,000, a 
church worth $16,000,000, a club-house 
costing $4,600,000 with pictures on the 
wall worth $500,000, and the entrance 
fee to which was $1,500, gave some in- 
dication of the wealth and magnin- 
cence of the city, They were building 
docks at cost of $85,000,000 to be pos. 
sibly the most splendid in the world. 

Country SUll Unsettied, 


Yet South America was a great 
empty land only a small portion of 
which had been brought under the 
plough in the Amazon Valley which 


contained about 2,500,000 square miles, 
but 500 acres were cultivated, Yet in 
spite of this the state of Argentine 
alone had exported in one year 6,000,-.

Sensational Document Received by 
Prosecution in Virginia Case--

Chesterfield Court House, Va. Sep- 
tember 11.—With the evidence clos- 
ed and prosecutors and defence conti- 
dent of giving the case of Henry Clay 
Leattic, Jr., to the jury tonight, some- 
thing of a sensation has been caused 
by Special Prosecutor Wendenburg's 
announcement that he has receivea a 
letter trom a man who claims to have 
veen an eye-witness to the tragedy, 

inal argument, which jg expected 
to begin today, will not be delayed, 
however, The alleged eye-witness, 
Whose name is withheld, is now in a 
city a day and a halt distant by rail 
from here, 

The authorities of the city in which 
the alleged eye-witness has taken re- 
fuge have been asked to wke the 
man into custody and a lawyer au- 
thorized to examine him, 

Says He Witnessed Crime, 
Mr. Wendenburg received the docu- 


ment in yesterday's mail. The 
writer, who until a few days after 
the murder of Mrs. Beattie, was a 


farm-hand employed on a place near 
the scene of the crime, said that he 
actually saw young Beattie kill his 
wife—saw him knock her from the 
automobile with the butt of a shot- 
gun, and then shot her as she lay in- 
sensible on the ground Ile wrote 
that Beattie threatened him when he 
found that he had witnessed the deed, 
and the following day gave him a 
suit of clothes and money with which 
lo go away, The letter says: 

“That night when 1 was about 
fo to bed, | heard that one af 
cows Was mivsing, and went to 
for it in the woods alongside 
turnpike, When i got to the 
side, 1 heard angry voices—a man 
and woman were talking. I got to a 
place where | could see them sitting 
in an automobile that had stopped, 
Then I hid behind a tree. The man 
sald:

thing. I'm going to put an end to 
it. The woman pleaded with him, 
She talked about how they had loved 
each other and how happy they had 
been together.
